Harriman's death the United States supreme court pronounces 
his most ambitious achievement unlawful and orders the dis 
solution of the Union Pacific and Southern Pacific railway 
merger. When Mr. Harriman defied the law in this matter he 
did so with the court's interpretation of it in the Northern 
Securities case before him. In that judgment the court stooc 
five to four. 
In the present instance there is a unanimous 


opinion, one justice not participating. Chief Justice White 
and Justice Holmes,..who.dissented in the Northern Securities 
case, now subscribe to the interpretation of the anti-trust ac 
that was then made.' Thus it is no longer possible for those 
who monopolize transportation to base their presumptions 
upon the uncertainties of a divided court. There was thi 
pretence of doubt in the Harriman case, and there was thi 
further misrepresentation that as the lines merged were ii 
some cases a thousand miles apart they were not competitors 
The summary manner in which the court dismisses the sophis 
try proves the strength of the law as well as the disposition o 
its members to enforce it.
